The drafting sub-committee of the Rouse Committee has agreed 
on a bill with a Director at the higher figure (#14,000) from 
civilian or military life and providing that if he is a military 
man he serves as a civilian, with his pension accruing and the 
right of reentry into the service if his position is terminated 
prior to the date on which he would have retired from the service. 

We have all our functions including the right to perform centrally 
those functions of common concern and such other functions which 
either the Security Council or the President may direct (Mr. pf was 
not certain of the language on that point.) 

We will have the right to fire. 

Bill goes to full Committee Monday AM; committee vote anticipated 
Tuesday; to reach House floor by Wednesday. 

Mr. Pf. added that on this matter/, there was a much greater area 
of agreement than on certain other sections in the Bill in the sub- 
committee which makes people feel we will have even less trouble 
with the full committee. Unofficially only Mr. Hoffman himself will 
oppose the whole bill but probably with just a statement that he is 
opposed to unification at this time. 

National Security Council is to consist of the Secretary of 
State, Army, Navy, Air, and the Chairman of the Security Resources Beard — 
and no one else. However, they think it will be necessary to add a 

phrase: "and such others as the President may name" but all Congressman 

and Senators originally suggested to sit as members of the board have been 
wiped out. This makes a workable substitute for the NIA. 

For amusement, Mr. Pf stated that the Chairman of the committee 
was annoyed that the General and two friends had not appeared before 
the full committee — but this was straightened out. Pf. reported that 
the "Senator" (Wadsworth) had taken the lead for us and the ranking 
democrat (Manasco) stated that if that was what the "Senator" wanted, 
he was going along with it. So, it appears the General did an 
excellent selling job.
